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THE BOYS BASKETBALL Sub-State tournament- trail was 
one that will be recorded in the history books. The Lancers’ 
first-round game found a trip to Epworth to play Western 
Dubuque. The Sub-State 4 division already had two upsets 
and the winner of the North Scott-Western Dubuque game 
would automatically advance to the Sub-state final, being the 
highest seeded team in the bracket. The game was one with 
the lead switching hands many times. Going into the final 
minute, the Lancers were down 62 to 59. After a missed 
three-pointer by Brandon. Younkin was fouled, making both 
free-throws. A steal and a missed shot by Younkin, and a 
rebound and basket by Junior Nate Carr with only 6 seconds 
left, proved to be enough to beat the Bobcats, 63 to 62. The 
Lancers only needed one more game to qualify for State. 

That game took the Lancers to Clinton, battling Dubuque 
Senior. From the tip-off to the final buzzer, the Lancers 
never trailed. Senior Josh Younkin led the Lancers with 30 
points, but Junior Kyle Golinghorst put the finishing touch 
on the Rams with a one-handed slam dunk in the 4th quar- 
ter. Thanks to Coach White and Coach Townsend, for the 
first time in history. North Scott qualified for the State tour- 
nament. beating the Rams 74 to 60. 



The Lancer boys debuted in Des Moines on March 17. The 
luck of the Irish seemed to overlook the Lancers in an upset- 
ting 74-44 loss to Sioux City Heelan.The awe inspiring 
Veterans Auditorium held the Lancers away from the victory 
spot in which they deserved so badly. 

THE SENIORS lead the way for the Lancers with Bill 
Brockmann scoring 12 points followed by Jason Brandon 
with 9 and Josh Younkin with 8. Although there was a 
tremendous amount of effort from every single player, 
unforced turnovers and the lack of rebounding were the 
determining factors in the game. 

The support for the Lancers was tremendous with 5 school 
and 5 charter buses taking fans on the trip to Des Moines. 
The flow of red that filled Vets Auditorium was unforgettable, 
for the Lancers brought home the Sportsmanship award. 
After the game Coach White commented, "Our fans were 
super; I just wish we could have given them something more 
to yell about.” 

Even though the Lancers did not advance in the tourna- 
ment, some feel that the trip to State will now become a 
Lancer tradition.

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P arlez vous Franca is? Tu hablas espanol? This year, these are the two languages being offered, and 
are taught by Maureen Fletcher. John Hawley, Nancy Shileny, and Michelle Yost. 

In both the first year of French and Spanish the emphasis is based on the basic survival skills, like 
such topics as vocabulary, concepts of verb conjugations, greetings, and farewells. Then if you decide 
to carry your education of foreign language to the second year it would be the same format of the class, but to 
more depth on each area, and even some more on the culture of your specific language. And by the third year 
the class is conducted mainly in French or Spanish, you will receive a new book, either Vens-Voir or Pasos v 
Puentes . Not to mention more vocabulary with fine tuning of grammar, and more information about culture. 



So what could possibly be taught in the fourth year of your language? As Mrs. Yost says," Eveiything you ever 
wanted to know but were afraid to ask!" You even get into reading books, The Little Prince if you are in French 
or Don Quixote if you are in Spanish. 

"The biggest benefit of Knowing a second language is understanding other cultures. It's very important for 
those of us living in such a homogeneous district to leam about others," as quoted by Mr. Hawley. 

As if this wasn't enough incentive to start a second language, there are special activities offered through a 
Foreign Language Club, which usually meets on a monthly basis. It covers things which are not able to put 
into the class curriculum, due to the time limit. There is also Christmas parties and carnation sales on 
Valentines Day. 

Last year a trip to Mexico was offered. Unfortunately the summer of '93 does not hold this opportunity. 

Don't worry, Mr. Hawley has something up his sleeve. He says he's thinking of combining with the French 
students for a double trip to Spain and France in the summer of '94.

Nancy Moore. The classes, which include Basic Foods, Cultural Cooking, 
Advanced Cooking, Child Developement, Interior Design and Contemporary 
Living. These classes are all based on home life. Many people think that these classes are 
meant for women, but in fact a lot of the skills are meant for men and women.

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I ndustrial Technology deals with five areas of education. They are Manufacturing, Construction, 

Communications, Energy and Power, and Transportation Mr. Jack Dudley and Mr. Harvey Perrine are the 
instructors of Industrial Arts. 

The area of Manufacturing offers five courses: Manufacturing Technology, where students design and 
manufacture a sellable item that is not to costiy to produce; Wood Working I and II, where students design and build 
furniture products; Metal Working I and II, where students learn how to weld and make metal into interesting shapes 
and sizes. 

The area of Construction offers two courses: Construction Technology and Carpentry. In Construction Technology 
students build a model of their dream home and learn all of the steps in producing this home. They also have a bridge 
building contest. The bridges are built out of balsa wood and tested to see how strong they are. In Carpentry, 
students learn how to build structures with full size materials. 

The area of Communications offers three courses: Communications Technology, Drafting I, and Architectural 
Drafting. In Communications Technology students learn communication through ways of the air waves (radio), 
satellite (T.V.), printing press (newspaper), photography (pictures), and computers. Drafting I students learn how to 
make blueprint drawings and the fundamentals of basic drafting. Architectural Drafting students draw plans of 
homes. 

In the area of Energy and Power Technology students build small solar panels for experiments, they design and 
build mouse trap cars, and design a model of a wind generator. There is also a course offered in Power Technology 
where students take apart and repair small gasoline engines, such as lawn mower engines. 

The area of Transportation offers courses in Auto Maintenance and Auto Mechanics. Students learn to take care of 
their cars and analyze and take care of problems with their cars.

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X he Music Program at North Scott High School has always been one of the finest in the state. 

Under the direction of Dan Anderson, Bill Kessinger, and Mary Kay Knapp, this program has 
received many prestigious awards and high honors. 

Some of the awards that the band department have won are as follows: The symphonic 
band was chosen to perform at the Iowa Bandmasters Association Convention for the sixth time since 
1976. This is the highest honor for any high school band. The jazz band was given many honors as well. 
Most recently they were chosen as the first student group and first big band to perform at the Bix 
Beiderbecke Memorial Jazz Festival. They also received first place in the Class 3A Western Illinois 
University Jazz Festival, received Grand Champion at the W.I.U. Jazz Festival, they qualified for Iowa Jazz 
Championships for the 14th time in 15 years. Jazz II received second place in the 2nd Band Class SEIBA 
Jazz Festival, and numerous individual soloist awards were received by members of both Jazz I and II. 

Some of the awards that the choir department have won are as follows: All-State Large Group Contest, 
both the men and women's chorus received superior ratings. Also, the North Scott Singers and Red Choir 
received excellent ratings. The singular students have consistently gotten high ratings at state solo and 
ensemble contest. In October, 1992, a North Scott record number of seven students were selected for the 
All-State Choir. Vocal music students from North Scott have been selected to sing in the following Honors 
Choral Festivals: Iowa All-State Choir, Augustana College Honor Choir, University of Iowa Honors Choir. 
University of Iowa Honors Choir, Luther College "Dorian" Honors Choir, and Clarke College Honors Choir. 

Available classes for band include Concert Band, Symphonic Band, Jazz I, Jazz II, and Marching Band.

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he Social Studies Department is something we all have to go through to graduate. We all have to take 
American History and American Government. Then, if you plan to go to college, you almost have to take 
additional social studies classes. 

The Social Studies department includes teachers, Randy Denner. Randy Schrader, Don Scott Pat 
Townsend, and part-time teacher Jan McDonald. 

Mr. Randy Denner teaches American Issues. American History, and World History I and II. Mr. Denner includes many 
guest speakers to his classes. Mr. Ken Nevenhoven speaks with the American History classes about the Vietnam War and 
HaV ^ speaks with the American Issues classes about Hispanics. World History I and II are two new courses 
oilered here at North Scott. Mr. Denner is planning to have Mr. Peeters talk to both of the World History classes about 
archaeology.

The At-Risk program here at North Scott takes place in the learning 
center down in C-hall. The program was put together four years ago 
by Mr. Dennis Johnson. The last two years have been supervised by 
Mr. White. The At-Risk program helps students with their classes. It 
is an agreement between students and their counselors as well as Mr. 
White to be part of the At-Risk program. The program provides the 
students with a more relaxed study environment then the regular 
classroom. 

The program takes place during a regular day. Students go down to 
the Learning Center when they have free periods or a study hall. While 
they are there thay are able to work together on assignments and 
study together for tests in different classes. Everything they need to 
complete assignments or projects is right there for the students to use. 
There is a computer available in the center for the student to complete 
assignments or reports for class. If they have a question on their 
assignments and Mr. White is unable to answer it. he does his best job 
to try to find someone who can. 

’The At-Risk program has helped me raised my grade with all of the 
help I've received from Mr. White and others," Junior Tori Feet stated. 

With the help of Mr. White and the At-Risk program I have realized 
how important a good education actually is." Junior Sonya Lane 
stated. 

’The At-Risk progam along with Mr. White has encouraged us to do 
our very best," responded Juniors Tori Feet, Sonya Lane and Shelly 
Bolte. 




The goal of Special Education is to enable 
the students to live as independent as possible 
after high school. The curriculum is geared 
toward vocational and daily living skills. The 
"Challenged Persons" do a lot of things that 
give them hands on experience to how life 
outside high school will really be. 

One thing the students do is purchase their 
own groceries every week. This is so that the 
value of money is learned. They also cook their 
own meals once a week. Social skills and 
manners are also taught. The kids also went 
into Davenport and learned the city bus routes. 
They even learned how to go into Illinois on the 
bus. 

Each student in Mrs. Hartwig’s Special 
Education class is employed in some way. The 
AEA in E3cttcndorf gives them weekly paid Jobs. 
And each student has a job right here in the 
high school. Some work in the cafeteria or 
have custodial duties. A few even work in the 
Eldridgc preschool. 

Some of their daily classes are Speech and 
Art. Second semester the class focused on 
commercial housekeeping where the students 
learned how to clean business places. 
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T he vocational agriculture department is taught by Janet Steffensmeier. The classes that 
she teaches includes Ag I, Ag II, Advanced Horticulture/Landscaping, Horticulture, 
Wildlife and Natural Resources, Agricultural Mechanics, and Agricultural Business. 
Through these classes you can learn about things such as animals, plants, mechanics, 
and business. 

Wildlife and Natural Resources is one of the most popular classes to take in the vocational 
agriculture area. In Natural Resources students study such things as environmental issues, 
pollution, and wildlife. 

Agriculture Mechanics class is usually an independent study for seniors. In this each student 
has an individual project. The student makes the project from scratch. The student will also 
learn how to go from planning to production and estimating how much the end product will cost 
them. 

Beginning Horticulture teaches how to identify plants, working in the greenhouse, flower 
arranging, and gardening. 

Agriculture I teaches about the feeding and nutrition of animals. Agriculture II teaches about 
crops and soil. 

The classes that are taught in this area really help prepare kids for the future. It's the students 
of today that are going to fed the world of the future. Many kids in these classes are planning to 
continue in the field of agriculture, after high school and college. That does not mean that all 
students are farmers, some students are using these skills off of a farm also. 

Students really enjoy these classes. The things that you learn are things that you can use for 
the rest of your life.

Even though all three groups perform at the 
same time, auditioning for All-State Band and 
Orchestra is totally different than it is for the 
choir. 

Students auditioning on an instrument are 
required to memorize all their scales, because 
in an audition you never know which two you 
will have to play, as well as having a prepared 
solo and two ettudes, which are short pieces of 
music that focus on a certain skill. These 
students are required to audition alone. 
Students are able to practice their solos and 
scales during the summer break but do not 
receive their ettudes until the beginning of the 
school year.

If you arc a senior and you want a Job but also want 
to learn about the work force then Multi-Occupations is 
the class for you. 

The students that take the class are allowed to leave 
school mid-day to go to work. Students work at a 
variety of Jobs such as: auto mechanics, office workers, 
vocational agriculture, etc. There are some limitations, 
though. If a student is under 18 they may not work in 
delis with saws, with hydraulics, and they cannot 
deliver goods. This goes to the liability of the school in 
case a meat slicer didn’t Just slice meat. 

The students also have class time where they prepare 
resumes and discuss topics like career goals, 
communication skills and how to handle themselves on 
the job. The students get two grades for the class, one 
for the classroom and one for their job where they are 
graded by their employers. The major benefit from 
taking the class is the job experience. Many students 
often think that students take Multi -Occupations 
because they don’t plan to get any further education, 
but 90 percent of the students that take this course are 
going on to college or other job training. As their 
teacher, Mrs. Herting, says. “They are all super 
students who have great skills." 

Another great thing about the class is that it’s also 
geared towards the students. An example of this 
happened last year when a student was being sexually 
harrassed on the job. The class then discussed this 
problem and the student was able to deal with it. If 
your parents say “wait till you’re in the real world" just 
take Multi Occupations because it’s an out of this world 
class.
